“Research” Theme for Chamber 
of Commerce, Business and

NATO Offers Research Grants 
& An Advanced Study Institute Program 


Research Grants for Canadian scientists 
are available from the NATO Scientific Af- 
fairs Division to be expended on equipment, 
supplies, travel expenses, and, in some 
cases, salaries of scientists and technicians 
working on a particular project. Two types 
of research projects are supported by these 
grants: (1) those in the technically less de- 
veloped countries of NATO where interna- 
tional aid is desirable; (2) those involving 
international collaboration within the NATO 
countries. Applications can be accepted at 
any time during the year at NATO Scientific 
Affairs Division, Place du Marechal de Lattre 
de Tassigy, Paris 16 e, France. The appli- 
cant should outline the aims and scope of the 
proposed research program (about 4 pages), 
give information about the institute where the 
research will be undertaken and also details 
about the principal investigators, describe 
the international collaboration envisaged in 
the project, submit a detailed budget for the 
grant requested, and give the names and ad- 
dresses of two referees. 


Canadians planning to organize an Advanced 
Study Institute on any scientific topic are 
eligible to apply to NATO (same address as 
above) for support. The Director of a NATO 
Advanced Study Institute has the entire res- 
ponsibility for all scientific and practical 
arrangements, including arrangements for 
invitations to prospective participants and 
general publicity. NATO Advanced Study 
Institutes may be co-sponsored by other 
sources. Applications should be received by 
December 15th and should provide a short 
title of the activity to be sponsored, the name 
and address of the Director of the proposed 
Study Institute, the location and dates of the 
proposed Institute, and the expected number 
of lecturers, students and other participants.
